ilTatbiDgton, Aug. 20.— One of- the 
largest fleets of warships ever assem- 
bled in an American port will be 
L)rouKbt tocetbw In tht nwt fe^ days 
ftt Fort Monroe. 

Already S7 warebipB are under or- 
dera to rendezvous there, and the 
otbere still to be issued will raise the 
total to the neighborhood of 70. 

Naval officials say it is difficult to 
realise tbe extent of each a marine 
■ggreffatloD in one harbor. 

Tbe orders began tssning last Mon- 
day when five ships were ordered to 
Fort Monroe. On the 16tb another 
sblp i^as added. On tbe 17th eight 
more Were sent, and on the 18th 17 
■hips were added. Friday's orders in- 
clude 18 more ships. 

Before tbe orders began issuing there 
weh eight warships at Fort Monroe, 
so that the total now is 67. 

The movement of these ships north- 
ward iB du« to the cloe€ of hostilities, 
and mere particularly to the desire 
to get the ahips away from points of 
Visible fever infection. 

They will now be f«t In thorough 
repair and theW" crews will b« grad- 
ually chaaged fro naval mllitiammi to 
aallors of the regular navy. 

rATKOL. SHIPg NOT SELECTED 

The naT7 department has not yet 
determined what ehipe will go to H»- 
vama, San Juan and other pointa e( 

Cuba and Porto Rico. There ia felt 
to be no hurry about this until the 
authority of the United States Is fully 
eatablished thrvufhout the islands. 

In the meantime the matter of 
policing the shore points is being con- 
sidered and in due time a number of 
thO light draught auxiliary craft and 
some of the single turreted montors 
will be used fOi;^his const patrol. 

Tt is found, however, that only four 
of the old monitors of the civil war 
are fit for this service in southern 
watwra. 

Mm many qaval Teasels will be cen- 
tered about the West Indies from ttds 
time forward and tbe navy depart- 
ment will send the n.-v.- flojitlng dock, 
recei)ttly bonght in New York, down 
the coast to Pensacola, Fla., where it 
will be kept tpr docking tbe wacshipa. 

At that point also' iMre *rw good 
naval workshops to be used in con- 
junction with the floating dock. The 
dock iB now being coppered and will 
be towfd \p ^ns(Uola ^s soon as tbe 
September rmlsa are oirar.

The efforts to restore the Manilla 
cable continue, but tkey have not 
proved Bucceasful thus far. 

The claims made in Madrid that tbe 
protoed, Mt BQtnbe capitulation, con- 
trols the Btatua of affaM in the Phil- 
ippines, will not be discussed by state 
department ofiBcials. 
.The Madrid dlscussian Is looked 
upnn as Imtkw academic, as it is taken 
for granted that olaima will he made 
on both Bides, and that tbe Parte trib- 
unal Will be the final arbiter of the 
ca|M.

Washington, Aug. 20.— Tbe cabinet 
aesslon was brief. The diabandment

New Tork were the main' points of dis- 
cussion. As to tbe former, Secretary 
Alger stated that the details were be- 
ing worked out and considerable diffi- 
culty waa being experlanoed in aelaet- 
ing the regiments to be put on the 
mustering out list, but be expected tbe 
matter would be in shape for the issu- 
ance in a few days of the necessary 
orders. Contrary to expectation, the 
selection of >he personnel of the peace 
comalaaton te mat in Parla waa not 
taken up. ' 

iiespMat iklae Heeded. 

Santiago de Cuba, Aug. SO.— A por- 
tion of the First regiment of infantry 
left on the steamer D. H. Miller. Five 
hundred of tbe District of Columbia 
troops sailed on the'tranaport Hudson, 
600 ot the Seventh Infantry on the 
Yucatan and six companies of tbe 
Thirty-fourth Michigan on the trans 
port Santiago. Owing to the Increase 
in sickness there is much need of hea- 
pital ships. The number of those sick 
is large and there are not aufllclsnt 
accommodatidna for them. 

TariSr R«««l»Uonii Made Effrctlve. 

Washington. Aug. 20.— Tbe preeldent 
issued an executive order carrying into 

effect the tariff retrulations for Porto 
Rico, which have been promulgated by 
tbe war department. The tonnage and 
landing charges are practically tbe 
same aa provided In the Cuban regu- 
lations, but speaking generally tbe 
customs duties are lower. Tbe Span- 
ish tax of 50 cents on each ton of 
merchandiae landed at San Juan and 
Mayagnea, for harbor ImprovamenU. 
la eentlnued. 

Expeet te Beturo. 
Chickamauga, Oa., Aug. 20. — Tbe 
Flrat lUinfrfa cavalry and the First 
Maine infantry are now making prep- 
arations to return to their state capi- 
tals according to orders issued them. 
They are not expected to move befo'-e 
next weak. The ordera to return home 
were redalTod witk great enthnalaam 
by the men of the regiment, as tbe 
majority desire to get back to civil 
life, as there la no longer a ehance of 
llghUng.

The tht(.*e cases 
at Key West are tbe only ones report- 
ed In the south, and no additional 
cases have been reported in the last 
three or four days. At Montauk Point 
there are seveial suspicious cases, but

In an interview with the Cincinnati 

Kuquirer a few days ago Mr. 11. C. Sulli- 
van, a lawyer of Louisa, Lawrence 
County, Postmaster of hiseltf iM4*r the 
first Cleveland administration, and who 
was a delicate to the Cynthiana conven- 
tion, said : 

"Hon. Mordecai Williams, the Demo- 
cratic nominee, is nut only an unassail- 
able man from a personal standpoint, 
but he comes from the end of the district 
where we need to make votes to win, and 
hia election, in my judgment, ia vouch- 
safed. I don't believe, honestly, there is 
aUtof donbtabonthlaeleetioB. In onr 
county ( Lawrence), which gave Pugh 100 
majority at his last election, the three 
leading Republicans of the connkr> Bfsjor 
D. J. Burchett, Messrs. Rums and Ad- 
Irins, are openly opposed to further pre- 
ferment of Pugh. Ml^OT Burchett, who 
served in the Union army, ex-State Sen- 
ator, ex-United States Marshal of Ken- 
tucky and a life-long Republican, has 
turned his Oatling gun on Pugh, and will 
ralce htm fore ud aft nntil the poles 
close in N'ovember. Messrs. Adkins and 
Burns, while they may not actively work 
against Pngfa, wtU keep hands off and 
give him no help whatever, and this will 
be a plenty. Lawrence County will re- 
verse her majority of two years ago, giv- 
ing the Democratic nominee a majority 
of 100 or over. Mr. Williame' son-in- 
law, Mr. Uainey, of Boyd, an intluential 
Republican, candidate for Slieriff at the 
last election, will be worth 100*votes to 
our nominee if he does no more than re- 
main neutral. In Mason the Republi- 
can friends of Mr. W. H. Cos, who was 
a candidate for the Con;,'res!=ional nomi- 
nation, are sore to the quick because 
Pngfa Invaded their county against their 
home candidate, and money was spent 
ti defeat him.

Kew neats, Says Ex-Cons;resNnian 
Nc€reHry« Kentucky. 

Washikgton, D. C, August Ex- 
Congressman McCreary, of Kentucky, 
was a visitor at the White Hoose to-day. 
Mr. McCreary is known as a conservative 
Democrat, and bis call on the (President 
at this juncture was the occasion for 
much comment. He denied, however, 
that there was any|politicaI significance 
in bis visit, and in a abort talk took 
grounds in favor of the new policy of ex- 
pansion. 

"I am not," said he, as he left the Man- 
sion, "in favor of giving up any place 
over which our flag floats. We must pre* 
serve and hold forever that which Dewey 
and his brave men so gallantly won. 
The Commission to be appointed by the 
Fkeeident will, after proper|investigation, 
report aeto what part of the Philippine 
Islands the United States shall oceopj 
and govern permanently. 

"The problem of the Philippines is not 
difficult if we consider it fromj a purely 
patriotic and American standpoint. 

"Progress, wealth, population and the 
demands of agriculture, industries and 
manufactures change the situation. The 
days of onr Isobttion are over. To pre- 
serve our leadership among nations wo 
must be controlled by great events and 
the demands of the timee. CSiina and 
Japan and the Southeastern provinces of 
Asia constitute the great commercial 
theater of the future, and present active 
markets for onr agricultural, industrial 
and mechanical products. They are log- 
ically our customers and allies in the 
trade, for they are nearer toltis than to 
England, Germany and France. 

"The war and the demands of con.- 
meioe have given us. the Hawaiian 
Islanda by annexation. . Our greet navy 
will have to bo supplied with coaling 
stations, and Hawaii and the Philippines 
will have to be used. 

"For the benefit of our navy and for 
the great benefit of commerce and trade 
the Nicaragua Canal should be built, but 
the United States should buy the land 
through which it is built and own and 
operate the canal independently and ex- 
clusively. All trade routes from our 
country for steam vessels pass Cuba and
